As the consular 2- 
gent of the United States at Napies has 
made several unavailing representations 
on this subject te the kine, and as he 
has reason to believe tiat the system, of 
which this statement is a branch, ema- 
nates from his majesty the emperor, it 
becomes my duty to submit the facts to 
your exceilency, and to seek, through 
your intervention, such correction of the 
evil as humauity ard justice may con- 
spire to dictate. A remark which e- 
qually applies to the crews of the ships 
captured in Spain and Naples, is, that 
should the vessels to which thcy belong 
be confiscated, means ought to be af- 
forded them of returning to their coyn- 
try. In this event, therefore, I have to 
propose to your Exceilency that two or 
more ships be put at the disposition of 
the nearest American consul, and per- 
mitted to sail for the United States under 
bond, for the amount of their valuation 
respectively.

Latest from Shain end Portivral—By the ship 
Auzustus, captain Bacchus, from Lisbon, whose 
arvival was noticed last evening, we have accounts 
three days latest from Portugai and four days la- 
test from Cadiz. Captain B. lett Lasbon on the 
7th Apri, at which tiwe, the allied army of 
Portucues > and Beitisoh ‘treeps on the frentiers 
was unersinod to be 199,099 strong. The ve 
cent re:niorcements from Enctand being consid- 
erable, tie portion of British troons was rated at 
39,090 effective men well appointed—-The cam- 
bined armics rather courted than apprehended 
an attack from the French: whose advance 
not talked of at LL sbon, where 
coniunued as to their safety. 

Previous to the sailing of the Auzustus, they 
had acc#unts from Cadiz to the 12th April, [two 
dirs later than the fabricated account of its cap- 
ture. | No advance had been made by the imva- 
ders tor the last weck. On the contrarv, the 
French troops, it is said, had abandoned Port St. 
Mary’s, whence the city obtained water as usual. 
——Iit was supposed, that the French Generals 
withdrew their troops either from fear of being 
D:ponted {cut off by advancing too far] or in or- 
der for a concentration of force aud vigorous at- 
tack on the combined armies covering Portugal, 
and which it might be feared would advance 
should their opponenis continue much longer 
wasting their resources under the walls of Ca- 
diz. The whole Island of Leon beco:me stron- 
wer anc more inaccessible every day, insomuch 
that Cadiz can only be reduced (if it ever falls) 
by a protracted and costly siege. They have 
cut a canal across the Isiuand about midway, or 
six miles trom the city, and have fortified the ci- 
ty side, mounting heavy cannon in such positions 
as to command the gut and mke the causeway ; 
so thai should the French become possessed of 
the end next the main, they can only approach 
the city, under the fire of the British fleet and 
gun-boats in the canal, and ofthe cannon on its 
alverse bank. We are assured that immense 
will be the loss of France before Cadiz will sur- 
render. The surrender is not expected.
